I have learned that some of them 
1 are bad, others not very bad and 
j not very good, while I have come in 
j contact with others who were posi­ 
tively good people. I ha'© seen them 
I in practically all circumstances of 
| life, from direst poverty to abund­ 
ance of wealth. For about three 
years of my life I had charge of 
the distribution of moneys raised 
j for public charities and this afford­ 
ed me an opportunity to study the 
cases that come before me for na* 
sistance. During those three years I 
suppose we helped approximately one 
hundred and fifty individuals and 
iamilies. I do not recall a single in- 
tance of being called upon to help 


have been about like those describ­ 
ed above. I believe Mrs. Snead’s rec 
crds will bear out the above de­ 
scription of those who call on her 
for help. I want you to bear in 
mind now m at I am not saying that 
every case is like that but beyond 
ninety per cent of them are. Be it 
far from me to say that every per­ 
son or family that comes to destitu-1 
tion is immoral and filthy, because 
that would not be so, but I am 
saying that this is true in nearly 
every case. 
Neither do I mean to say that ,/e 
ought not to help them for as a rule 
they -nave small children and others 
dependent on them who are not re­ 
sponsible for their condition. 
This proves several things: first 
that if “we seek the kingdom of 
God and His righteousness first, all 
these other things will be added un­ 
to us.” It does not mean that He 
will make us all rich because that 
would be the worst thing in the 
world for most of us, but it does 
mean that if we will honor God 
with our hearts and lives and a 
small portion of what we have thai 
He will see that we do not have to 
beg for a livelihood. Some will an­ 
swer that the reason they do not 
attend church is because they do not 
have good enough clothes and yet 
they go to the picture shows, mingle 
with others on the streets, and go 
to every other kind of a gathering. 
There are two classes of people that
